July, Nehemiah and Watergate 


The people in Washington may think their 
Watergate is original. But it isn’t. Take a look at 
Nehemiah 8, and see how, in the seventh month, “the 
people gathered as one man in the open space before 
the Water Gate...” 

Later we read, as if seeing a report of evidence over 
TV: ‘Standing at one end of the open place . . . he read 
out of a book from daybreak till midday, in the 
presence of the men, the women, and those children 
6ld enough to understand; and the people listened 
attentively to the book of law.” 


Just like our current spectacle, the biblical Water 
Gate scene went on for days and ‘“‘the priests and the 


Levites gathered around Ezra the scribe and’ 


examined the words of the law more closely.” 


If you like to see prophetic wisdom in Nehemiah, 
simply read on: “But they were contemptuous and 
rebellious. They cast the law behind their backs. They 
slew your prophets who bore witness against them in 
order to bring them back to you, and they were guilty 
to great effronteries.” 


Biblical treat 


The small community which forms the daily 8 
o’clock Mass attendance at the Immaculata, San Diego, 
has, in the past two weeks, had a unique privilege. 
One of the world’s greatest biblical scholars has been 
lector, and introduced the readings with the rare in- 
sight and knowledge which has made him. in- 
ternationally famous. — 


Father Luis Schokel, SJ, professor of scripture 
and theology at the Pontifical Bible Institute in 
Rome, gave a two-week course on the Psalms as 
Christian prayer, with morning and night classes at 
USD. As he was living on the campus, he joined the 
morning Mass group, to concelebrate and to add his 
particular scriptural and theological commentary to 
the texts. Like his classes, they are pearls to be 
treasured. 


Once again it is sad to have to comment on the poor 
response to such wisdom among us. The morning and 
evening sessions brought about 150 adult students 
daily to hear this remarkable scholar. Ina diocese this 
size he should attract 1,000, at least — if all those 
really interested in Catholic education showed their 
interest. Perhaps it was not widely publicized, but at 
least all CCD people were told, and there was an ad 
and a sizeable announcement in Southern Cross. 


Watch the credits 


More and more parishes are producing their own 
monthly magazines or newspapers and there are some 
creditable and readable efforts reaching this desk. 
One of the latest comes from St. Rose of Lima in Chula 
Vista. I only hope parishioners can tear themselves 
away from their TV sets long enough to read the 
wealth of material provided. 


Vista’s St. Francis, El Cajon’s Our Lady of Grace, San 
Diego’s St. Patrick, and La Jolla’s All Hallows are 
among other parishes where a respectable sized 
newspaper or magazine is a source of parish pride. 


There is one aspect of some which bears watching — 


Southern 


copyright. As the magnetic tape has made copying 
recordings easy and illegal, as the Xerox machine has 
made copying music easy and illegal, so has offset 
printing made copying other printed matter easy, and 
often illegal. I notice some of these publications ‘“‘lift’’ 
hundreds of words and illustrations from other 
publications, without acknowledgement, simply by 
reproducing them. 


We who earn our bread and butter by writing, by 
composing, by recording, or whatever, are jealous of 
our copyright. Please respect it. The Russians have 
just agreed to subscribe to the provisions of the in- 
ternational copyright law. Our parish publications can 
hardly do less. One hundred words is the usual legal 
maximum which can be “‘lifted’’ from original writing 


without special permission. 


We’re all infallible--together 


The recent statement from the Vatican on the un- 
changed state over infallibility — Hans Kueng not- 


withstanding — brought out one aspect which is close’ 


to my heart. This is the infallibility of the People of 
God. We should point out to our Protestant friends who 
protest about infallibility that it is our whole Church 
which we regard as infallible in matters of faith. 


Would you want to belong toa Church that was other 
than infallible? If we believe — and we do — that we 
are guided by the Holy Spirit in pursuit of truth, surely 
we have to believe that the Church, as an official 
reflection of informed views, is infallible. 


Deacon Ray Ryland brought out this point strongly 
in a recent homily he gave on the Diocesan Synod. He 
challenged his listeners to participate in the forth- 
coming speak-up sessions because in this way they 
could make their ‘“‘infallible’’ voice-heard as part of 
the People of God. 


In our work with the synod and its eventual 
guidelines for the Church in this diocese, we form part 
of that body of believing persons which, taken together 
and in good faith, become part of the infallible Church. 
It is our duty as witnessing Christians to take part and 
to help formulate this infallibility. And that’s an 


‘awesome charge.

If there is not something going on 
while we are praying we get restive; 
we find it difficult to just wait on the 
Lord. But the prophets tell us to listen: 
“The word that was addressed to 
Jeremiah by Yahweh, ‘Go and stand at 
the gate of the Temple. Say, Listen to 
the word of Yahweh, all you men of 
Judah... ” (Jeremiah 7:1). 


Moreover, we are to listen in sucha 
way that the word of God will enter the 
heart: “Listen, Israel: Yahweh our God 
is the one Yahweh. You shall love 
Yahweh your God with all your heart, 
with all your soul, with all your 
strength. Let these words I urge on you 
today be written on your heart’ 
(Deuteronomy 6:4+). 


But it is only God who can so dispose 
our hearts, “One of these women was 
called Lydia . . . She listened to us, 
and the Lord opened her heart to 
accept what Paul was saying” (Acts 
16:14+). 


Listéning helps us to recognize-that 


we are in a fundamentally receptive 
position before God. St. Paul puts it 
poignantly: “What do you have that 
was not given to you?” But it is 
humiliating to have to wait quietly. We 
prefer to go about showing it off; so 
Paul adds, “And if it was given, how 
can you boast as though it were not?” 


If we could only be still and wait, 
there could be so much more: “Is it 
that.you have everything you want — 
that you are rich already, in possession 
of your kingdom.” (I Corinthians 4:7). 

But to wait and listen demands trust; 


yet, the very willingness to listen 
makes us available for the gift of faith. 


“They will not believe in him unless . 


they have heard him” (Romans 10:14). 


Thus, Jesus said, “Listen, anyone who — 


has ears to hear!’’ (Mark 4:9).

It confirms my worst fears 
about the extent to which the 
writer would go in censoring 
my reading by removing 
Playboy and Penthouse from 
grocery and drug store 
shelves.

‘down, adoptions up 


THE NUMBER of abor- 
tions is decreasing in San 
Diego county, according to 
the Adoption Services 
agency of the county public 
welfare department. 


“In recent months more 

young women known to 
Adoption Services have 
been carrying their babies 
to term and relinquishing 
them for adoption,” says a 
report. 


“During the 60s_ there 
were many new-born 
babies available for adop- 
tion. By 1970 with changes 
in the abortion laws, grea- 
ter availability of con- 
traceptive devices and 
greater acceptance of 
single persons rearing chil- 
dren, few babies reached 
adoption agericies. 


“THE NUMBER of infants 
available for adoption does 
not approach that of the 60s. 
There are not enough for all 
couples interested in adop- 
tion.” 


The agency’ reported 
helping more than 1,000 
young women last year. 
“Most of them were unmar- 
ried young women who had 
a problem pregnancy and 
needed help in making a 
decision as to what was best 
for them and for their 
child.” 


Adoption Services offers 
pregnancy counseling to 
any girl or woman “ex- 


periencing an unwanted or 
‘problem’ pregnancy in or 
out of wedlock.” It helps the 
girl look at solutions avail- 
able to her “so she will be 
able to make the best 
choice for herself and her 
child.” 


THE AGENCY helps with 


such problems as a place to 
live, maternity care, hospi- 
tal arrangements, relation- 
ships with the family and 
future plans. More informa- 
tion from 279-8300.

Workers Union was pre- 
sented with the second 
Reinhold Niebuhr Award 
by New York’s’ Union 
Theological Seminary at a 
workers’ rally here.

Want to understand the Bible? « * 


Start reading it, scho 


By Michael Newman 


THE FIRST thing to do to 
gain a greater knowledge of 
the Bible is — to start read- 
ing it. 

This simple, but direct 
answer, came from Father 
Luis Schokel, SJ, interna- 
tionally known biblical 
scholar, in an interview 
with the Southern Cross. 


To the many Catholics 
still unfamiliar with the 
Bible, he said: “The first 
thing you should do is to 
start. Some people begin 
by reading the introduction 
or books about the Bible, 
but never start reading it.” 


“THERE ARE many dif- 
ferent approaches,” he 
went on, “but one of the 
best is through prayer. In 
the book of the Psalms you 
have the whole Bible trans- 
formed into prayer. You 
have the history, you have 
the wisdom, you have the 
prophetic, and the different 
situations we face in life 
made into prayer. 


“Through the Psalms you 
can open the way into all of 
these. This is one excellent 
way to start, which can be 
very personal, since praye 
is personal.” : 


Father Schokel suggested 
reading the text with a 
“good introduction and 
theological notes.” He 
criticized many footnotes in 
current editions of the 
Bible for being ‘‘too techni- 
cal, relating to questions 
which really are irrelevant 
to reading the Bible.” 


. “WE NEED more _foot- 
notes which give you the 
theological clue as to how a 
section should be read,” he 
said. 


TOP NATIONAL 
AWARD WINNER 


Father Luis Schokel, SJ 


The Spanish born, tall, 
lean, Jesuit, who is on the 
faculty of the Biblicum — 
Rome’s Pontifical Bible 
Institute — has. given 
summer courses on the 
Psalms in San Diego. He is 
the author of several books 
on the Bible and Psalms, 
and is currently working 
with a team on a new trans- 
lation of the Bible in Span- 
ish. 

A professor of scripture 
and theology, his conscious- 
ness of the. relationship 
between social justice and 
the Bible is pronounced.

a Spaniard,’ said Father 
Schokel. 


The Biblicum in Rome 
started in 1909, created by 
Pope Pius IX for the higher 
study of the Bible. “It is so 
young that it is a shameful 
commentary on how 
recently ~— the Catholic 
Church began seriously to 
instruct in the higher learn- 
ing of the Bible,” he said. 


OF THE MANY new 
translations in recent 
years, the scholar has his 
favorites, which in English 
include the New English 
Bible and the Revised Stan- 
dard. In French he prefers 
the Jerusalem version, but 
he is disappointed in the 
English translation of it. 


His own researches are 
leading to a new translation 
into’ Spanish based on 
“comparative stylistic 
analysis” of both texts. It 
will, he says, “sound like 
modern Spanish in modern 
narrative form.” He 
realizes that such an 
approach worries exegetes, 
but it is more pleasing to 
linguists such as himself. 


The approach to the Bible 
in the United States has 


-been more technical, he 


said, “more as a piece of 
ancient literature than as a 
Christian book.” But ‘in 
religious study groups in 
the United States “I would 
rate highest the biblical 
scholars. Taking all 
together, the theologians, 
the moralists, canon 
lawyers and _= scripture 
people, this group is the 
best. They have a very high 
international reputation.” 

PRIESTS from the pulpit 
can do much more to bring 
to Catholics the beauty of 
the Bible. He suggests that 
during some periods the 
priests should deal with the 
Psalms, then another 
period of the year with the 
gospels. 

“Too often the pulpit 
homily deals only with the 
gospel, overlooking the Old 
Testament. There is much 
beauty for private prayer in 
the Psalms, the ejaculatory 
type of prayer, which we 
are missing.” 

Father Schokel very 
much endorses the 
anthropomorphic view of 
God. “In the first chapter of 
the Bible you get the key — 
God says that man was 
made in the image of God. 
This verse must be applied 
to the whole Bible. 


“THE WHOLE Bible is 
about God — but the image 
of man, because man is the 
image of God. If you leave 
out that first sentence, the 
rest becomes nonsense 
because you are. then 
speaking not of God but of 
a creation of your mind in 
a human image. 


“But if you read that man 
is the image of God, then it 
is not an idol you are talk- 
ing about. It is the only way 
to God. And then you come 
to Christ who says he is the 
Way. That is why I insist on 
the human life and the 
anthropomorphic aspects 
of God.” 


“THE BIBLE has some- 
thing to say to us in every- 
thing we do. It is a very 
modern guide to life,” he 
said. 
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On the road from abortion to Dachau...

A JOURNALIST often gets caught up in 
events flaring into instant print and 
broadcast — a Watergate, feverish infla- 
tion, a fretful fuel crisis. We grab at these, 
try to make some sense out of it all and 
soon turn to what’s next. Occasionally we 
come on to something that strikes the core 
and won’t go away. 


For me it has been the question of the 
value of human life — a question embrac- 
ing abortion, letting the newborn die, 
euthanasia and the creeping utilitarian 
ethic in medicine that impinges on human 
dignity. : 

It’s all reminiscent of the “what is useful 
is good” philosophy of German medicine 
in the ‘30s — a utilitarianism that sent 
275,000 “unworthy” Germans to death and 
helped bring on the Hitler slaughter of 
millions of human beings a few years 
later. 


NOW SUPER-ABORTIONISTS and 
others who relish monkeying around with 
human life cry that this is scare stuff 
inspired by hysterical Catholics waving 
picket signs. - 


Not so. There is growing concern among 
Protestant and Jewish thinkers about 
“right to life” and the abortion-binge men- 
tality. 


Fetal life has become cheap. There 
were an estimated 1,340,000 legal and 
illegal abortions in the U.S. last year. 


"THERE WERE A whopping 540,245 abor- 


tions in New York City in a 30-month 
period under the liberalized state abor- 
tion law. The abortion culture is upon us. 


In one operating room, surgeons labor 
to save a 21-week-old baby; in the next, 
surgeons destroy, by abortion, another 
child, who can also be reckoned to be 21 
weeks old. Where is the healing? 


Look beyond the political arguments 
and see the fetus and what doctors do to 
it! 

AN UNBORN baby’s heartbeat begins 
between the 18th and 25th day; brain 
waves can be detected at seven weeks; at 
nine to ten weeks, the unborn squint, 
swallow and make a fist. 


Look at the marvelous photographs and 


see human life. Should these little human ~ 


beings be killed unless it is to save the 
mother’s life? 


Other photos show this human life 
aborted, dropped onto surgical gauze or 
into plastic-bagged garbage pails. Take 
that human life by suction abortion and 
the body is torn apart, becoming a jumble 
of tiny arms and legs. 


IN A D AND C abortion, an instrument 
slices the body to pieces. Salt poisoning 
at nineteen weeks? The saline solution 
burns away the outer layer of the baby’s 
skin. a 


The ultimate is the hysterotomy 
(Caesarean section) abortion. As an opera- 
tion, it can save mother and child; as an 
abortion it kills the child. 


Often this baby fights for its life, 
breathes, moves and even cries. To see 
this, or the pictures of a plastic bagged 
garbage can full of dead babies, well it 
makes believers in right-to-life. 


IT’S UNFAIR to write this way, cry the 
super-abortionists, or to show the horrible 
photos. But Buchenwald and Dachau 
looked terrible too.

Abortions are always grisly tragedies. 
This truth must be restated at a time when 
medical administrators chatter about 
“cost-benefit analysis” factors in deciding 
who lives and who dies. 


The utilitarian ethic is also common in 
the arguments of euthanasia advocates at 
in six state legislatures. Their 
euphemisms drip like honey (should I say, 
cyanide?) just as they did in Germany — 
“death with dignity,” the “good death.” 


THEIR LEGAL arguments fog the mind. 
Their mentality shakes me. One doctor, 
discussing the suicide-prone wrote: “In 
such instances, positive euthanasia — a 
nice, smooth anesthetic to terminate life 
— appears preferable to suicide. 


Dr. Russel Sackett, author of the “Death 
with Dignity” bill in Florida said: 
“Florida has 1,500 mentally retarded and 
mentally ill patients, 90 per cent of whom 
should be allowed to die.” 


The German utilitarians had concluded 
the same when they led the first group of 
mental patients to the gas chamber at the 
Sonnestein Psychiatric Hospital in 1939. 
It bothers me that eugenicists in Germany 
organized the mass destruction of mental 
patients, and in the United States pro- 
abortionists now also serve in pro- 
euthanasia organizations. Sorry, but I see 
a pattern. 


UTILITARIANISM isn’t all abortion or 
euthanasia. Utilitarians ran the experi- 
ment in which syphilitic black men died 
through lack of penicillin. There are also 
experiments on free-clinic patients, stu- 
dents, the institutionalized. 


Senate hearings revealed that two 
experimental birth-control drugs were 
used on the “‘vulnerable” for purposes. 
other than those approved by the Food 
and Drug Administration. 


This monkeying around with people is 
relentless. Some medics would like to 
sterilize institutionalized people from 
here to breakfast. Psychosurgery is per- 
formed on hundreds of Americans annu- 
ally, not to correct organic brain damage, 
but to alter their behavior. 


THIS CHANCY procedure, a first cousin 
of the now _ discredited prefrontal 
lobotomy that turned 50,000 Americans 
into human vegetables, is performed on 
unruly children and violence-prone pris- 
oners. 


Experimenters produce life outside the 


womb — combining sperm and ovum — 
and dispose of the human zygotes by pour- 
ing the solution down the sink drain. 


Recently scientists debated guidelines 
for experimenting with the live human 


- fetus. To those considering the fetus as an’ 


organ, like, say, a kidney, Dr. Andre Helle- 
gers of Georgetown University pointed out 
that fetuses have their own organs and 
cannot be considered organs themselves. 


HOW DOES one get consent from a live 
fetus? he asked. Or even from its donors 
— the parents who authorized the abor- 
tion? 

Once fetal experimentation is sanc- 
tioned, are children to be next? Far 
fetched? 


No. In the New England Journal of 
Medicine, Dr. Franz Ingelfinger recently 
advocated removing the World Medical 
Association’s absolute ban on experi- 
menting with children and _ mental 
incompetents. 


WE CAN BRAKE THE tendencies of 
technocratic-minded doctors and 
administrators coldly concerned with 
“cost-benefit analysis.” There was no such 
brake in Germany. 


After the first killings at Sonnestein, 
respected German doctors, not Nazi offi- 
cials killed 275,000 patients in the name 
of euthanasia. Many were curable. 


Eventually the doomed “undesirables” 
included epileptics, mental defectives, 
World War I amputees, children with 
“badly modeled ears” and “bed wetters.”’ 


THE WORST barbarisms often have 
small beginnings. The logical extension of 
this utilitarian ethic was the mass exter- 
minations in slave-labor camps. 


In .A Sign for Cain, Dr. Frederic 
Wertham tells how death-dealing techni- 
cians from German state hospitals (and 
their equipment) were moved to the 
camps in 1942 to begin the big job. 


Could the “what is useful is good’”’ men- 
tality lead to such horror in the U.S.? Not 
so long as I am allowed to write like this 
— which German journalists couldn’t. Not 
so long as right-to-life Americans can dis- 
pute — which Germans couldn't. 


THE EXTREMES of the utilitarian men- 
tality rampaging today through medicine, 
the drug industry and government will be 
checked by our press, law-makers and 
doctors, lawyers and clergymen holding to 
the traditional ethic. The Germans 


weren’t blessed that way. 


As women will. . .

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Down memory lane... 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... memories and how arbitrary 
and capricious memory can be — how, 
too, we embroider and represent past 
events in a more personally acceptable 
form. 


It is always astonishing to discover 
that someone else’s memory of a 
shared experience can be quite dif- 
ferent from your own. One of us, 
presumably, is fantasizing. One of us 
must be adjusting the truth of what 
really occurred. 


And yet we appear equally sincere. 
We may actually be sincere, genuinely 
recalling what was stored in our 
memories at the time — a unique, 
personally edited version of events as 
we chose to'see them. 


IT IS FASCINATING — and -in- 
structive — to look down ‘‘memory 
lane’’ and review the landmarks, the 
milestones that stand out along the 
way. 


In our human vanity, I suppose that 
for all of us, it is the successes, the 
accomplishments and personal ac- 
colades which rise up like ‘billboards, 
dominating the view. For some of us, 
failure, mistakes, areas of culpability, 
have no place on the scene at all. They 
are simply not remembered. 


For others, they may hang dimly like 
mists, undefined but fogging the 
background and the valleys. Then 
again, minor reverses and frustrations 
may loom as unsurmountable ob- 
stacles and force us into detours; so 
that the memory becomes tortuous, 
anxious and oppressive. 


BUT SOMETIMES the failures, 
sorrows and ‘‘dark’’ memories share 
billboard space with the successes and 
“sunny”? times, blending as in the 
eastern creation symbol, Yin Yang — a 
little of the dark in the light, a little of 


the light in the dark. Each experience 
contributing to a harmonious whole. 


It is interesting to let the mind 
wander — to try to view life in per- 
spective and see which impressions are 
most prominent. We can learn a great 
deal about the kind of persons we are 
through a frank look at our memories. 


One thing, I think, is common to us 
all. We do like to remember the times 
of peace and harmony — the times of 
love and sharing. And in that we define 
and underline our basic needs, our 
eventual common desire. 


I WONDER IF it is not true that we 
may only remember life accurately 
when we have attained that state of 
inner peace and harmony? Perhaps 
that is the only time we do not need our 
petty defenses and delusions to make 
our faulty record acceptable? 


That inner peace may conceivably 
result from a frank appraisal of what 
we choose to remember and what we 
choose to blot out of our minds. 


It is good to remember mistakes — or. 
else how do we learn? It is good to 
remember how time can diminish what 
seemed to be insoluble problems. It 
may even be good to remember pain 
from time to time — and remember 
also to relinquish it. 


A GREAT MANY profound ob- 
servations on memory have been ex- 
pressed by a great many philosophers 
and even more aphorisms have been 
written, but my favorite quote is a 
child’s definition: 


“Memory is the thing I forget with.” 
Assuredly what we forget, how we 
forget it and why, is as significant as 
what we remember. 


All our memories may not be happy 
or satisfying, but at least they may be 
useful and salutary to help form us into 
the people we are meant to be. 


National priests’ federation 
to study prison conditions 


CHICAGO (NC) — Studies 
on prison reform, vocation 
recruitment, and celibacy 
have been initiated by the 
National Federation of 
Priests’ Councils. 


The Boston province of 
priests’ senates has been 
assigned to draft a statement 
on penal reform and its 
theological and sociological 
ramifications. 


The task force was also 
asked to come up with 
models for action for local 
priests’ councils to adopt. 


DELEGATES at the 1973 
convention called _ for 
member councils to support 
local and national efforts at 
prison reform. They also 
ordered NFPC’s justice and 
peace committee to draft a 
paper ‘‘on the death penalty 
and prison reform.”’ 


NFPC’s Research and 
Development committee has 
set June 1974 as its deadline 
for a computerized and 
written analysis of a project 
that will study vocation 
expectations and recruit- 
ment at all levels in the U. S. 
Church. 


'Clergy;-vocation directors, 

personnel boards’ and 
seminary officials will be 
asked to provide various 
viewpoints. 

The information gathered 
will aid in deciding what 
future ministerial forms can 
be expected to evolve. 


THE COMMITTEE first 
hopes to examine present 
trends in vocation ex- 
pectations and recruitment 
among these various sources 
at the national, regional and 
local levels. 


NFPC will hire the Gallup 
Organization Inc. to conduct 
a survey on the question: 
“Should Catholic priests be 
allowed to marry?”’ 


The survey will be con- 
ducted as soon as possible.

Please!

Question: 


What biblical proof is there that our 
Lord is really and truly present in the 
bread and wine offered at Mass? How 
can Christ be offered over and over 
again at all Masses? Please answer 
these questions in simple terms. ° 


It may be stated unequivocally that the 
Church has always believed in Christ’s 
presence in the Eucharist, although 
theologians have often speculated as to the 
mode (the ‘‘how”’) of that presence. There are 
only four or five biblical texts which the 
Church has dogmatically interpreted, and the 
“words of institution” (‘‘This is my body... 
this is my blood’’) fall into this category. 
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The Church has also stated in a dogmatic 
definition that the Mass is a true sacrifice. 
Much misunderstanding has arisen con- 
cerning this article of faith especially at the 
time of the Reformation. 


Certainly the sacrifice of Christ was perfect 
and complete. The Letter to the Hebrews 
states clearly: ‘‘He did this once for all, when 
he offered himself” (7:27). It is incorrect, 
therefore, to look upon the Mass as a re- 
creation or re-doing of the sacrifice on 
Calvary; bluntly, the Mass is not “‘play- 
acting,’’ and Christ does not die again. 


Theologians rightly insist that the historical 
fact of his death happened once and for all; it 
cannot be repeated. Then why have the Mass 
at all? The reason is this: By his sacrifice we 
are saved “‘in theory’’; it is through the Mass 
(and other means, of course) that the merits 


of that sacrifice are applied to us here and 
now. 

To use a comparison: Moses on the oc- 
casion of Mt. Sinai entered into a covenant 
with God in behalf of the people. Every year 
the Jews were commanded to commemorate 
this event through the celebration of the 
Passover meal. Jews at the time of Christ, for 
example, were conscious that it was not 
enough that their forefathers had made a 
covenant. As the ritual prayers indicate, the 
Passover was the occasion for saying ‘‘yes”’ 
right here and now to the past event. This 
meal was not just a “recalling” or a 
“memory” but a dynamic and _ living 
response. 

So also the Mass: when we attend the 
Eucharistic celebration we are asking that 
the fruits of the one true sacrifice of Christ be 
applied to us on this day in 1973. 


Number two killer of youth 


Suicide hits at all family levels 


“THERE IS ONLY one philosophical problem 
that is really serious, and that is suicide,”’ said 
French existentialist writer Albert Camus. 

In the United States alone, according to 
Jacques Choron, author of Death and Western 
Thought, between six and seven million living 
persons have attempted suicide. Choron 
estimates that 25 per cent of these will try again 
and many will succeed. 

By official World Health Organization count, 
about 25,000 Americans of all ages, or 11 for each 
100,000 of population kill themselves each year. 

SOME AUTHORITIES, however, believe the 
figure may be twice as high. 

In the past 25 years, suicide has risen to what is 
now considered the second leading cause of 
death among the young in America. 

(The first cause is accidental death, but many 
experts believe that some youthful suicides are 
erroneously listed in that category.) 

SOME RESEARCHERS estimate that bet- 
ween 70,000 and 80,000 young Americans, bet- 
ween the ages of 15 and 24, will attempt suicide 
within the next year, and that, of these, between; 
3;500 and 4,000 are likely to succeed. 

In Los Angeles County, one of the few areas of 
the nation where suicide statistics are recorded 
in detail, the youth suicide rate, based on 
population, has more than doubled in the last 10 
years. 

Between 1960 and 1970, the Los Angeles rate for 
males from 10 to. 19 years of age went from 3.3 
per 100,000 to 10; in the 20-29 age bracket, the 
rate went from 18.3 to 41.3. 

THE FEMALE RATE for the 10 to 19 year- 
olds increased from .04 to 8 per 100,000, and for 
the 20 to 29 category, from 6.3 to 26.2. 

(In San Diego county there were 250 suicides in 
1972, up from 217 in 1971. Of these 149 were men 
and 101 women. More than half the males were in 
age group 20-29 years, while the most critical age 
group for females is shown to be 30-39. 

(Ill health, marital discord and mental ill- 
ness are given by the coroner’s office as three 
prime motives.) 


DR. MICHAEL PECK, clinical psychologist . 


and director of youth studies at the Suicide 
Prevention Center in Los Angeles, holds that any 
large city not showing a marked increase in 
young suicides ‘‘is probably not recording ac- 
curately.”’ 

The rate of death by suicide among young 
women in the U. S. rose rapidly from 1960 to 1970 
— an increase that has been attributed by some 
members of the American Association of 
Suicidology to growing conflict over the woman’s 
role in society. 

SUICIDE rates among blacks and Indians in 
this nation are estimated as of epidemic 
proportions. 

Appalling as are the suicide statistics in 
America, the country is well down the list of 
national rates. 

World Health Organization (WHO) figures for 
1967 (the latest year for which data are 
available) based on suicide rates per 100,000 
population, show that West Berlin leads, with a 
rate of 40.9. 

THEN, IN DESCENDING order come 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Austria, Sweden, 
West Germany, Finland, Switzerland, Denmark, 
France, Australia, Iceland, Belgium, South 
Africa (white population), Japan, Taiwan, Sri 
Lanka (Ceylon), Yugoslavia and Cuba. 

The United States comes next in the list — 11 
suicides for each 100,000 or about 25,000 in all age 
groups. : ' 

These bloodless statistics mask the flesh-and- 
blood reality of self-slaughter. Studies show that 
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the average suicide is a lonely, desperate person, 
who has lost, or believes he has lost, the vital 


“ingredients of human life — hope and a sup- 


porting, loving community. 

FOR THE MAJORITY of suicides, experts 
agree, the act of taking one’s life is a ‘“‘cry for 
help’’ — 80 per cent of all suicides signal their 
intentions in advance, apparently by way of 
final, forlorn pleading. 

The experts also agree that, contrary to the 
rationalizing myth, most suicides are not 
psychotic, but many are caught in a web of 
alcoholism and drug addiction. 

Why the increase in youthful suicides and 
attempts? Los Angeles’ Dr. Peck has cited an 
“inability to communicate’ and a ‘feeling of 
isolation and loneliness’ as the ‘‘most over- 
whelming”’ contributing factors. 

“STRESSES TODAY have _ increased 
dramatically,’ he said in a recent interview, 
adding: 

‘“‘A second, and perhaps more tenable reason, 
is the fact that people learn to enjoy life at a 
young age from their parents, and they learn to 
distrust from the same people. Maybe the post- 
war generation had more general depression to 
express.” 

Most suicides, many authorities hold, are an 
indictment of the surviving community which 
failed to give the possibility of life to their 
suicidal victims. 


But, for the record, there are segments of the © 


“surviving community”’ throughout the country 
that strive, with compassion and understanding, 
to give would-be suicides a reason for continuing 
to live. 

KNOWN AS suicide-prevention centers, there 
are now about 200 around the country. 

In some cities, the telephone directory yellow 
pages contain listings under suicide. 

In many cities, churches, schools, Scout 
troops, Kiwanis clubs, hospitals, Junior Leagues 


have Lifelines, Hotlines, Carelines, Raplines, 
Crylines, and Sighlines. 

THE SUICIDE-PREVENTION movement has 
been described as ‘‘one giant answering ser- 
vice,’”’ staffed mostly by volunteers who are 
ready to take on all callers. 

In a standard procedure, when a crisis call 
comes into a suicide-prevention center, the one 
answering the phone, the “‘operator,” tries to 
find out, first, if the caller has actually done any 
harm to himself, and then where he is and what 
he is doing. 

The operator tries to get a promise from the 
caller that he won’t do anything for 12 hours — 
records indicate that many suicidal crises pass 
quickly — and then tries to persuade the caller to 
go somewhere for help. 

Authorities say that all such efforts to prevent 
self-destruction, commendable and heartening 
though they are, must be backed up by more 
radical endeavors. 

They maintain that the prime moral reaction 
to suicide should be an attack on the causes that 
yield such bitter fruit. 

ACCORDING TO Dietrich Bonhoeffer, the 
German theologian murdered under Hitler, the 
causes are rooted in man’s ineluctable drive for 
meaning. 

If, as Bonhoeffer said, ‘‘suicide is man’s at- 
tempt to give a final human meaning to a life 
which has become meaningless,” then man, as _ 
many religious thinkers have said, will cease to 
do away with himself to the degree that he 
discovers a meaning that transcends himself.

Polarity of Catholics a ‘bore’ 
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_ Vatican Council and 


LONDON (NC) — Reforms 
of the Second Vatican 
Council are now yielding 
rich dividends for the 
Church, said Cardinal John 
Heenan of Westminster. 


Ordinary Catholics are 
becoming bored with the 
two extreme wings of the 
Church, the cardinal said. 
Mass and the sacraments 
are being received more 
enthusiastically than ever 
and, though many Catholics 
have lapsed, those that 
remain are convinced, 
strong in their faith and 
nearly all regular commun- 
icants. 

“J think that most 
Catholics are growing very 
tired of the two extreme 
parties in the Church — the 
one for whom the Second 
its 
liturgical reforms are sheer 
disaster and the others who 
talk as if the Church is only 
10 years old,” he said. 


“THEY TALK as if until 
the council the Church 
really did not know why it 
had been founded and as if 
all the great councils and 
encyclicals and the whole 
inheritance of the Church’s 
doctrines went for nothing. 


“The ordinary Catholic — 
if there is such a thing — 
accepts now as always that 
God is guiding his Church, 
assumes the goodness both 
of Pope John and Pope Paul 


and in general of those in 
authority — in the 
Church... 

“People grow tired of the 
arguments about the ver- 
nacular, about how Holy 
Communion is to be 


received. These constant, 


nagging arguments not only 
bore the priests and faith- 
ful but they do harm to the 
devotional life of the 
Church... 


“WHEN WE are as far 
away in time from the 
Second Vatican Council as 
we are from the Council of 


Trent it will be possible to 
see it in perspective.” 


In 100 years time, Cardi- 
nal Heenan said_ the 
ecumenical movement 
“will either have trans- 
formed Christianity or will 
have become meaningless.”’ 


He forecast that folk 
Masses might give way to an 
entirely different kind of 
liturgy. It is even possible 
that some daring innovator 
would try the experiment of 
an old-fashioned Latin 


Mass “which could 
become as popular with 
young people in the next 
century as transcendental 
meditation is in this.” 


The virtual abolition of 
the eucharistic fast had not 
diminished reverence to 
the Blessed Sacrament but 
had resulted in an increas- 
ing number of communi- 
cants. Traditional morning 
Mass had been changed but 
the cardinal regretted the 
virtual disappearance of 
Benediction and evening 
devotions.

Father Hastings, who fre- 
quently writes in the 
Catholic press about his 
work in Africa, asserted 
that on Dec. 16, 1972 Por- 
tuguese troops slaughtered 
more than 400 men, women 
and children in the village 
of Wiriyamu. He said the 
villagers were believed to 
have helped Frelimo, the 
Mozambique Liberation 
Front, which has been wag- 
ing guerrilla warfare since 
1964 against the Portuguese 
troops in an effort to gain 
independence. 

The priest charged that 
defenseless villagers were 


shot one by one after they 
had been herded into the 
village square. Neither 
women nor children were 
spared systematic execu- 
tion, he said, and only a few 
villagers escaped in the 
darkness. 


“THERE IS no com- 
parable episode on record in 
the history of 20th century 
colonialism in Africa,’ he 
said. 


He gave the names of 
more than 130 persons, 
many of them women and 
children, who, he said, had 
been killed by the troops. 


Father Hastings said that 
his information came from 
Spanish missionaries in 
Mozambique. 


He said two of the Span- 
ish priests, Fathers Martin 
Hernandez and Alfonso 
Valverde, had attempted to 
protest and publicize the 
killings. They were 
arrested in December 1971 
and have been held without 
trial since then in Lourenco 
Marques, capital of Mozam- 
bique, he said. 


The Spanish Society for 
the Propagation of the 
Faith in Madrid reported 
last November that the two 
priests were awaiting trial 
and had been charged with 
“organizing demonstra- 
tions in favor of Mozam- 
bique’s independence.”’

Pope’s Interdict could 
‘stop troubles in Ireland’ 


LONDON — Pope Paul 
could stop the troubles in 
Ireland immediately by 
placing an Interdict on both 
Northern Ireland and the 
Irish Republic. 


This view is held by a wri- 
ter in the London Daily 
Express, James Kinlay, who 
says, “An Interdict means 
mass excommunication. It 
deprives every Catholic of 
the sacraments. 


“There is not the slightest 
sign to an early end to the 
strife,” says Kinlay. “When 
the politicians have tried 
for so long, and have failed, 
is there no other card left 
to play?” he asks. 


And his answer — the 
Interdict, which, he writes, 
was last used notably in 
1207 when England itself 
was ostracized from the 
Church. 


ON THAT occasion the 
argument between Pope 
Innocent III and King John 
regarding the nomination 
for Archbishop of Canter- 
bury led to the Pope placing 
England under Interdict, 
which he kept in force for 
eight years. 


“It would be a penalty 
that the Pope could impose 
only with deep sorrow and 
pity for those who would 
have to bear its grievous 
burden,” says Kinlay. “The 
overwhelming mass of them 
are entirely blameless, but 
the IRA thugs claim to act 
in their name and faith. 


“If they are ever to be 
crushed, they must be 
destroyed before the ordi- 
nary Catholic men and 


women of Ireland.”
